* The scissor jack should be used on level firm ground wherever possible. 


* It is recommended that the wheels of the vehicle be chocked, and that no person 
should remain in a vehicle that is being jacked. 


e No person should place any portion of their body under a vehicle that is supported by 
a jack 


TO LIFT 


* Position the jack under the vehicle in the vehicle manufacturers recommended 
position ensuring the head cap will contact a solid part of the vehicle. 


* The unlifted wheels of the vehicle should be chocked and the load should be centrally 
located on the head cap. 


* Slowly turn the main screw clock wise to raise the jack 


« As the head cap approaches the vehicle make one final inspection to ensure the 
load will be centered on the head cap 
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e Attach the handle ring onto the jack and wind the handle clock wise to slowly raise 
the vehicle. 

e Lower vehicle onto vehicle support stands - do not keep a raised vehicle only 
supported by a jack. 


TO LOWER: 


e Raise the vehicle by repeating the raise procedure and remove vehicle stands. 

e Checking that nothing will foul lower the vehicle by slowly winding the handle 
counter-clockwise 

e Ensure the jack lowers smoothly and safely. Do not lower vehicles quickly as this could 
present a safety hazard.

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MAINTENANCE 


* It is recommended that the moving parts of the jack be lubricated with a light 
machine oil at least every 12 months. 


* Ensure the jack is lowered fully before it is stored to reduce risk of the screw thread 
rusting. 


* Ensure alll joints are well lubricated and free to move during each use. 
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
